Perfect religious freedom, as now 
exists under the government of Aguinal- 
do, the same being a concession made 
by him to the wishes of the United States. 

3. Coaling stations for the United 
States upon all important islands of the 
archipelago to be selected by the United 
States and ceded outright forever by 
the Filipinos. This will include Manila. 

4. Military reservations at Manila, 
Iloilo, Panay, Mindora, Negros, 
bate, Samar, 
islands as may be 
both governmcnfs. 

5. The employment of United States of- 
ficials in the customs and all internal 
branches of the government to be select- 
ed by the United States and paid by the 
Fjlipino povernment. 

6. The introduction of the American 
polica system. 

7. The establishment of a judiciary as- 
sociation which exists in the island of 
Cuba. 

8 The reconstruction of the entire Fili- 
pino government upon lines as nearly 
consistent as possible with those pre- 
scribed by the constitution of the United 
States and adapted to the requirements 
oi: the natives. 

9. Regeneration of the Filipino govern- 
ment as an independent republic under 
a protectorate of ihe United States. 

Senator Regidor will have plenipoten- 
tiary powers to treat with the United 
States government upon all these points 
in order to reach an agreement by which 
hostilities may Cease.

AN OFFICER IS KEPT BUSY 


Over One Thousand Men Have Been 
Secured Since June. 


wORE THAN ONE ALF NEGROES 


White Applicants Were Not Up to 
the Standard in Many Cases 
and Were Rejected. 


Bureau. Brown House, Ma- 
ea October *25,—(Special.)—Macon 
has probably sent out more recruits to 
the United States army than any other 
city in Georgia. The recruiting station 
which has been established here since 
last June has been very successful and 
the records kept by Captain Howe, the 
officer in charge, show that nearly three 
thousand men have been sent from here 
since the ist of Jyae. 

Sixty per cent of thgse men have been 
regroes, enlisted for both the regular 
and volunteer army. The white men were 
plentiful, but in many cases they were 
not up to the standard, and Captain 
Howe has been very strict in enforcing 
the regulaticns. 

Orders were received yes¢erday to dis- 
continue the enlistment of men for the 
volunteer army, as there were too many 
on hand. The office will be kept open 
here for some time yet for the enlistment 
of regulars. 


Awarded $10,830. 

Mrs. Perkerson, who was suing the 
Central of Georgia railroad for $25,000 
for the death of her husband, was award- 
ed $10,830 by the jury.

MESSAGE A MEATY DOCUMENT 


The annual message of the governor to the legislature. which was read 


in the house of representatives yesterday morning, 


is an able and thor- 


ough review of public events in Georgia during the year passed. The recom- 
mendattons of the message are along the line of ballot reform, education for 
the masses, establishment and support of the militia and the equalizing of 


taxation. 


The message is regarded as one of the strongest that has come from the 
Office of the executive to the legislature in a number of years and shows 
the able conduct that has characterized Governor Candler’s management of 


public affairs.

Reterring to the smallpox that made 
its appearance in Georgia early last win- 
ter, the governgr says that to aid local 
authorities in their efforts to successfully 
prevent is spread, there being no state 
board of health in Georgia, early in the 
year he secured from the surgeon gei- 
eral of the marine hospital service of the 
United States for a few weeks the ser- 
vices of an expert in the treatment of 
smallpox.

CRIME AND MOB VIOLENCE. 
On this subject the governor. says: 
“Crime has prevaiied to an aiarming 
extent in some portions of the state 
and destroyeu the peace and quietude 
of many communities. Lawiess ne- 
nroes have assauited white women and 
infuriated mobs have inflicted sum- 
mary, and in one instance barbarous, 
punishment upon the oifenders, some- 
times even taking them out of the 
hands of the ofticers of the law to do 
it. In consequence of the frequency 
of these assauits we have been made 
to tremble for the safety of our wives 
and daughters, especially in the ru- 
ral] districts, and iawabiding negroes 
in the communities in which lynch- 
ings have occurred have tived in a 
State of constant apprehension and 
alarm, Robberies and burglaries and 
arson and even murder have been of 
frequent occurrence, and emboldened 
by the impunity vi tnose wno have 
laken the iaw into tnelr own hands 
in tne punishment of ravishers, tne 
mob has salt in Judgment on the per- 
petrators of other crimes and fore- 
stailed the oflicers of the law in in- 
fleting punisnment. As usual, too, 
when the mob usurps the preroga- 
tives of the courts or law, l regret to 
have to say the innecent have some- 
times, I fear, been made to suffer with 
the guilty. The unusual amount of 
crimes committed by negroes and in 
consequence thereof the unprecedented 
amount of mob violence is mainly due 
to the intermeddling of irresponsible 
fanatics and fools who do not know 
anything of the situation at the south, 
nor of the real reiations of the people 
of the two igices. These miserable 
intermeddlers, hating the southern 
white man more than they do the 
crimes of the most abandoned of the 
southern negroes, have, through their 
newspapers and by means of incendia- 
ry and inflammatory letters, many of 


which have been sent to negroes, 
ignoring or justifying the crimes 
which have provoked the mob, ad- 


vised and urged the negroes to retali- 
ation. Full of malice and hatred 
they forget the cordial relations which 
always prevailed between the whites 
and the blacks at the south before 
they began to sow the seeds of dis- 
cord. They forget that their mean 
and despicable intermeddling only 
aggravates a situation they profess to 
deplore, and that the only solution 
of what they cail the “race prob- 
lem’’ is to be found, not by the peo- 
ple in New England, who know noth- 
ing ahout the south and its prob- 
lems, but by the honest, order-loving 
and law-abiding elements of the two 
races between which there was no 
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both races should align themselves 
together against the vicious criminal, 
and that they should be as dilligent in 
discouraging the crimes that provoke 
lynching and in abiding in bringing 
criminal negroes to justice, as they are 
in denouncing the mob that punishes 
the crime. Iam glad to be abele to 
say that the advice has been largely 
followed, and that many of the best 
negroes in the state have arrayed 
themselves on the side of law and 
order, and have been instrumental in 
bringing to trial in the tribunals pro- 
vided by law, many members of their 
own race who have offended against 
the law. A notable instance is to be 
found in the recent riot or insurrec- 
tion in McIntosh county, the most 
formidable in the history of the state, 
in which an infuriated mob of hun- 
dreds of negroes defied the civil offi- 
cers and insulted the majesty of the 
law, and forced me, with the utmost 
reluctance, to send a large body of 
armed soldiers into the county, at 
heavy expense, to protect Nfe and 
property. When a reign of terror 
prevailed, and after one deputy sheriff 
had been killed and another wounded 
by negroes, ten leading colored men of 
the county sought an interview with 
the gallant officer in command of the 
troops I had sent into the county, 
assured him of their sympathy and 
undivided support in his effort to pro- 
tect life and prcperty and restore the 
supremacy of the law. As further 
assurance they issued and had printed 
a circular addressed to Their rece in 
which they took bold ground !n favor 
of the supremacy of the law, and were 
lurgely instrumental in restoring or- 
der and in inducing members of thcir 
own race implicated in the ricts to 
surrender themselves into the hands 
of the officers of the law. ‘These are 
healthy signs, and go to show that 
if there is any solution of the race 
problem, it must and can be found by 
the intelligent southern white man 
and the intelligent southern negro, 
and not by non-resident agitators who 
are in truth the enemies of both 
races. 

“To prevent mob violence and bring 
offenders to trial before the lawfully 
constituted tribunals, I have brought 
to bear all of the powers of the ex- 
ecutive department. In my efforts to 
re-enthrone the law and restore the 
supremacy of the civil tribunals, I 
have been ably and faithfully second- 
ed ‘by the prosecuting officers and 
judges throughout the state, and in a 
number of cases men threatened by 
the mob have been rescued py the 
military and brought to trial in the 
tribunals established by law. Some of 
these men have been found guilty of 
the crimes charged. and punished ac- 
cording to law, but others have, after 
fair trials, been found not guilty of 
the crimes with which they were ac- 
cused, and released, thus demonstrat- 
ing the danger of lynch law and the 
fairness and impartiality of our ccurts 
and juries. 

“While I have felt it my duty to 
call into requisition portions cf the 
military of the state to aid the civil 
authorities in protecting life and prop- 
erty, and in enforcing the law more 
frequently than has been necessary in 
the past, I have resorted to this ex- 
treme measure only when circum- 
stances imperatively demanded :t, and 
I have often refused when called upon 
by sheriffs and other officers for mili- 
tary aid to comply with their urzent 
requests, because the sheriffs are the 
conservators of the peace in their re- 
spective counties, clothed with ample 
power by the law to- summon every 
able-bodied man jin their counties to 
aid them in preserving the peace and 
upholding the law. It is gratifying to 
be able to say the sheriffs in most 
of the counties in which disturbances 
have occurred have performed their 
duties faithfully, but there are a few 
exceptions to this rule, and a few 
instances in which these officers have 
made no sufficient effort to do their 
duty through the process provided by 
law; and there is one _ instance 
in which the military when they 
reached the scene of the disturbance 
found the jail with the prisoners in it 
in the actual possession of the negro 
mob, the sheriff having surrendered 
it to them.’’ 

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

The governor says the reports of the 
seyeral departments of the state govern- 
ment herewith submitted are so full, so 
clear and so complete that it is unnec- 
essary for him to do more than to call 
attention to them. 

STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


‘‘All the institutions fostered by the 
state are in good condition. The Uni- 
versity of Georgia, at Athens, is more 


prosperous than at any other time in 
he hundred years of its existence. 
FINANCES AND TAXATION. 

‘Te the 


renort of 


which were not impoverished by the civil 
war. We have a school revenue derived 
from other sources than direct taxation 
of about $640,000, exclusive of about $100,- 
00¢ hire of convicts, which will probably 
be thus applied. In addition to this 
we levy for the support of free schools 
a direct tax on all the property of the 
state, the home of the poorest mechanic 
and widow and the little farm of the 
poorest farmer. Of two and one-tenth 
mills, wheras Only five Otlwr states in 
the union levy for this purpose more 
than one mill, and of this five only twu 
levy as much as Georgia does. 

“If by education in the textbooks taught 
in the schools, crime was diminished, as 
many of us at one time hoped would be 
the case, there might be some reason for 
imposing even heavier taxes upon our 
people for the support of schools. But 
this is not true, for it is a startling fact, 
established by the experiences of thirty 
years, that while under our: system of 
frea schools illiteracy has rapidly de- 
creased, especially among our colored 
population, crime has much more rapidly 
increased among them, and with the in- 
crease of crime the expense of admin- 
istering the criminal law have increased 
in the same ratio. All of these ex- 
penses have ce@ie out of the taxpayers, 
rot out of the men who commit the 
crimes. It is estimated that the ex- 
pense of administering the criminal law 
in Georgia is $000,000 per annum; the rec- 
ords of the courts show that 85 per cent 
of this expense is chargeaible to negro 
criminals. Thus we have a ‘burthen on 
the shoulders of the taxpayers of $00,000 
incurred in protecting innocent negroes 
and in punishing guilty ones. Add to 
this the money expended in the education 
of the children of the race, and that nec- 
essarily expended when the militia have 
to be called into service to protect them 
from the mob, infuriated by crimes com- 
mitted by them, and we have a sum 
expended on account of the negro alone 
equal to the total expenditures of the 
state for all purposes in 1860, And yet 
the tota] taxable values in the state 
in 1860 were nearly twice what they are 
now. In other words, the negro costs the 
taxpayers as much as both races cost 
them in 18. 

‘Still, notwithstanding all this, it is our 
duty to provide for the children of the 
race that education contemplated in the 
constitution, to protect the law abiding 
in all his rights of person and property, 
and to punish those guilty of crime, not 
by the mob, but through thg instrumen- 
talities provided by law, however heavy 
the burden thus imposed upon us. 
best interests of both races as well as the 
dictates ot justice and humanity demand 
this much, but no more. 

“In view of all these facts and the ad- 
ditional facts, equally well estabiished, 
that #0 per cent of the crimes committed 
by negroes are committed by those who 
have had the opportunities of free schools, 
and only 10 per cent by the ex-slaves who 
are illiterate; while 90 per cent of the 
property acquired by the race since eman- 
cipation is in the hands of the illiterate 
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had been steeped in the lowest depths 
of barbarism, and only one genera- 
tion removed from a condition ot 
slavery in which they learned nothing 
of the duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship, and knew no law but the 
law of force, there will necessarily be 
more or less lawlessness. When the 
.nferior race is incited and encouraged 
to deeds of lawlessness and crime by 
the enemies of the superior race, as 
has been the case during the last year, 
there will be, in spite of the united 
efforts of the best element of both 
races, occasiong in which the civil 
power cannot cope with the rioters or 
the mob, and must necessarily have 
the support of the military in main- 
taining the supremacy of the law, and 
in protecting life, liberty and property. 
Unfortunately in the organization of 
the Georgia regiments for the Span- 
ish-American war our state military 
organizations were almost destroyed 
by the withdrawal from the companies 
and regiments of many of the best 
offeers and men in them. Hence it 
was that at the beginning of the pres- 
ent administration there was scarcely 
an efficient company or regiment in 
the state, and this. too, at a time 
when a reliable military was more 
needed for local protection than ever 
before in our history. Realizing this 
situation. I at once went to work as 
best I could with the scanty means 
availadle, through the inspector gen- 
eral, Colonel William G. Obear, to re- 
organize and perfect the various com- 
panies in the state, most of them mere 
skeletons, only half armed, and I am 
glad to be able to report that while 
it was necessary to disband some com- 
panies for inefficiency, most of them 
have been recruited up to an efficient 
standard, new officers have been 
commissioned to fill vacancies, and 
while some of them are not, for want 
of means, equipped as they should 
ibe, the esprit de corps is much im- 
proved. New companies are benig ten- 
dered to take the place of those mus- 
tered out, and I believe with reason- 
able encouragement from the general 
assembly all of them will soon be a 
bulwark and an ornament to the state. 
“I would not feel that I had done my 
duty were I to fail to make special men- 
tion of Lieutenant Bdward Leonard, 
First infantry, whose valuable services 
in arresting John Delagal and others of 
the most desperate of the rioters, is so 
highly commended by Colonel] Lawton 
in his clear, lucid and admirable report, 
hereto attached as an appendix. to which 
I invite the special attention of the mem- 
bers of the general assembly, in order 
that they may realize the serious and 
dangerous character of this uprising of 
negroes and the invaluable services of 
the military as an aid to the civil au- 
thorities in protecting life and property 
and restoring order in such emergencies. 
AMENDMENTS O FMILITARY LAWS. 
“My experience and observation at a

TAX REFORM. 

‘There has been complaint for many 
years that under our system of taxation 
much property has escaped the hand of 
the taxgatherer, and that great inequali- 
ties have existed in the valuation of prop- 
erty returned for taxation. 

“To meet the demand for reform and 
the equalization of the burthens of taxa- 
tion, a joint commission was appointed at 
youe last session to sit during the recess 
and prepare and report some measure for 
consideration at the beginning of your 
present session. 

“While I have no great faith in the 
ability of any general assembly to frame 
a law which can be made to reach all the 
invisible property of the unscrupulous tax- 
payer, who hides his money and his evi- 
dences of indebtedness, I do believe a law 
can be framed that will compel him to 
pay taxes on his visible, tangible property 
at a fair valuation, and thus equalize the 
burthens between him and his more con- 
scientious neighbor, who now bears more 
than his share. For many years we have 
endeavored to keep down the tax rate by 
finding new objects of taxation, and by 
reaching invisible property which has es- 
caped, but we have met with but Indiffer- 
ent success. We have succeeded in tax- 
ing the plow of the farmer and the sew- 
Ing machine of the widow, but the bonds 
of the miser have escaped, and the 
higher the rate of taxtion the greater has 
been the incentive to him to hide his 
property from the taxgatherer. 

“But we should not be discouraged. 
While we may not be able to reach all the 
property in the state for purposes of tax- 
ation, we can equalize the burthen on 
that which we can reach, and thus great- 
ly improve existing conditions. 

‘IT refrain from making any specific rec- 
ommendations on this subiect, because | 
have no doubt the commission into whose 
hands you gave the matter will do so, and

Good and capable 
men too often shrink from politics be- 
cause they cannot without loss of self- 
respect resort to the means necessary 
to secure success. Thus the standard of 
political morals and of official ability and 
integrity is lowered, and the people lose 
respect for and confidence in their pnb- 
lic servants; and the word politician be- 
comes a term of reproach «nd politics is 
regarded as a synonym for trickery and 
dishonesty. When they have lost re- 
spect for those who make the laws the 
people icse respect for -the laws. Law- 
lessness and crime abound, 
the courts and juries is lost, a curbulent 
and irresponsible rabbdie sits in judgment 
on criminals often involving the innocent 
with the guilty; the judges are defied, the 
majesty of. the law is insuited and the 
moh usurps the prerogative of the exe 
cutioner. To these causes I believe much 
of the constantly increasing lawlessness 
and crime and mob violence that has dis- 
graced our state in the recent past may 
be.traced. For thirty years we, impov- 
erished by one of the most devastating 
wars that has blighted the earth in two 
thousand year@ have iaxed ourselves 
heavily to support free schools in which 
to educate all of Our people, and thus 
bring up to the standird of intelligence 
and good citizenship the _ irresponsible 
class of voters in our midst, but costly 
as the experiment has been it has failed. 
The irresponsible, venal vote has increas- 
ed more ranidly than illiteracy has de- 
creased. We must. therefore, z:ry another 
remedy. This dangerous element miust 
be eliminated from out elections; the 
safetly of the state demands it: and the 
quickest and surest and safest way is to 
amend the constitution, as sume vf our

OFFICE OF ADJUTANT GENERAT.. 


“The adjutant general’s office is the 
headquarters of the military of the state. 
From it issue all orders affecting the 
State troops and as well their comfort 
&5 their efficiency in serving the state 
when needed, depends on the efficient 
working of that office. 

‘Under our law the adjutant general 
receives no salary for his military ser- 
vices, but he is by virtue*of office keeper 
of public buildings and grounds, and for 
his services as such he receives a salarv 
of $2,000. He has no clerk or other as- 
sistant. 

“In the ,appropriation act passed wy 
your honorable bodies at your last ses- 
sion, such restrictions were thrown 
around the disbursement of the public 
money, and I think wisely, that not cnly 
no part of the military fund, but no part 
of any other fund could be applied to 
the payment of a clerk for the office. 
General Kell’s health being still so bad 
that he could do no part of the work 
of the office, and I being unwilling to 
supplant him by appointing another to 
the office he had filled so long and so 
well, and mindful of the splendid ser- 
vices to his country in the days of his 
manly vigor, the only course left to me 
was to place Assistant Adjutant General 
Byrd on the roll of the capitol guard as 
captain, and require him to do the work 
of the adjutant general, paying him $45 
a month out of the public building and 
ground fund as captain of the wvuard., 
and General Kell paying him $5 a 
month out of his salary of $2,000 per cn- 
num. Thus we patched up a salary of 
$100 a month for Colonel Byrd, who has 
performed the treble duty of captain of 
the guard, keeper of public buildings and 
grounds and adjutant’ general. This 
course was ——— after agreement with 
General Kell and consultation with the 
attorney general, who advised me that 
in no othér way could I pay an officer 
to keep the adjutant general’s office cpen 
without violation of law. 

“This course, while the only @ne cpen 
to us, has been unsatisfactory, Lecause 
the triple duties of acting adjutant gen- 
eral, keeper of public buildings and 
grounds and captain of the guard have 
been too much for one man, and have 
werked a hardship on the other four

Russia. and France, It Is Suggested,

BRITONS TO BE READY FOR ANYTHING 


Warships Are Being Massed Into 
Fleets and Sea Fighters Are 
All On Short Notice To 
Report for Duty 
On Sea. 


London, October 25.—The extent of the 
British naval demeorstration revealed by 
today’s information cause a strong reit- 
eration of the rumors of serious foreign 
complications. It is now said that Rear 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford will com- 
mand the Mediterranean squadron and 
details of the activity at the dock yards 


fast.. The Associated Press learns, haw- 
ever, that whether or not Great Britain 
Russian or French ag- 
gression, the naval preparations have 
been under consideration for several 
months, and it was the admiralty’s in- 
tention to put them in force as soon as 
war with the Transvaal was declared, 
deeming it necessary to increase the act- 
ive strength of the navy in order to in- 
sure the large fleet~of transports against 
every possible contingency. Whether 
later dévelopments have transformed the 
admiralty’s precautionary measures into 
preparations for a naval demonstration, 
necessitated by European hostility, is the 
question of the hour, and it is as much 
a mystery to many high naval officers 
as to the public.

In 
the provinces where German, French and 
English influences reign supreme, we have 
sold only 10 per cent of our total. Our in- 
ability to sell to Canada shows what can 
be done by retaliatory tariffs and what 
may be expected in China when the Eu- 
ropean nations control that country, as 
they seem bountl to do, unless we enact 
fair and proper tariff legislation. The 
canal will be one step toward developing 
the commerce of this country in the far 
east, but it is not the only thing neces- 
sary by any means.’”’

monopolies within the meaning of this act, if 
s0 created or entered into for any one or more 
of the purposes named in this act. 

And a “monopoly”’ is declared to be un- 
lawful and against public policy, end 
that a party to it is declared guilty of a 
conspiracy to defraud. 

Must Not Sell at Less Than Cost. 

There is the’ same general declaration 
with regard t6 the mining combinations. 
The fourth section of the bill is inter- 
esting. It provides that 

If any person, persons, company, partner- 
ship, association, corporation or agent engaged 
in the manufacture or sale of any\article of 
commerce or consumption produced, manufac- 
tured or mined in this state or elsewhere, shall 
with the intent or purpose of financially in- 
juring competitors, sell within this state at 
less than cost of manufacture or production, or 
sell in such a way, or give away within this 
state their products for the purpose of driving 
out competition or financially injuring compe- 
titors engaged in similar business, said per- 
son, persons, company, partnership, association, 
corporation or agent resorting to this method of 
securing a monopoly within this state in such 
business, shall be deemed guilty of a con- 
spiracy to form or secure a trust or monopoly 
in restraint of trade, and on conviction thereof 
shall be subject to the penalties of this act. 

The penalty for violation of this act isa 
fine of not less than $200 nor more than 
$5,000, for every such offense, and each day 
the person or corporation persists in vio- 
lating the act shall be adjudged a sepa- 
rate offense. The penalties are to be re- 
covered for the state by the attorney 
generai. 

There is further provision against the 
boycotting of persons or firms refusing 
to go into combinations; and the for- 
feiture of all franchises is a further pen- 
alty with corporations created or organ- 
ized under the laws of Georgia; and the 
rights of outside capitalists to do bus- 
iness in this state are to be taken away. 

The Cotton Bale People. 

One section of the bill is aimed direct- 
ly at the cotton bale people. This sets 
forth that: 

Each corporation, copartnership, firm or in- 
dividual who may be the owner or the lessee 
of a patent to any machinery intended, used 
or designed for manufacturing any raw mate- 
rial or preparing the same for market by any 
wrapping, baling or other process, who lease, 
rent or operate the same in their own name 
and refuse or fail to put the same on the mar- 
ket for sale, shall be adjudged a monopoly, 
and be subject to all the pains and penalties 
provided in this act.

A STRINGENT FOOD LAW. 


Prohibits the Use of Arsenic or 
Alum in All Articles of Diet. 
The law enacted by the Missouri legis- 
lature, a copy of which was recently 
published in our columns, and which pro- 
fiibits the manufacture or sale of any 
article intended for food or to be used 
in the preparation of food, which con- 
tains alum, arsenic, ammonia, etc., places 
that state in the lead in the matter of 

sanitary legislation, 

Laws restricting the use of alum in 
bread have been in force in England, 
Germany and France for many years. 
In this country, in Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky and sevcral 
other states, direct legislation in refer- 
ence to the sale of alum baking powd 
has also been effected. In several of 
these states their sale is prohibited vn- 
less they are branded to show that they 
contain alum, and in the District of Co- 
lumbia, under the laws of congress,. the 
sale of bread containing alum has been 
made illegal. 

Mollowing are the names of some of 
the&Sbrands of baking powder sold in this 
vicin.ty which are shown by recent anai- 
ysis to contain alum. Housekeepers and 
grocers should cut the list out and keep 
it for reference:

trust are declared unlawful, and the 
purchaseer of my article or commodity 
from any such offending individual, com- 
pany or corporation shall not be liable 
for the price of payment thereof, and 
may plead this act as a defense to any 
suit for the price or payment, whether 
the purchase was made directly from 
the individual, company or corporation so 
unlawfully transacting business, or indi- 
rectly from one who acted for such indi- 
vidaul, company or corporation as agent, 
representative, solicitor or canvasser; 
and provided further, that where any 
money or other thing of value is paid to 
such individual, company or corporation 
so unlawfully transacting business, its 
agent, representative, solicitor or can- 
vasser, the person paying the same may 
recover back the amount of the money or 
the value of the thing so paid. 

The other sections of the bill provide 
methods for the enforcement of the pen- 
alties.

S PRESENTED BY THE COMMISSION 


Sweeping Changes Are Proposed in the New Measure, Which 
|s Now Before the Legislature 


MINORITY REPORT 1S: FILED 


Income Tax Strongly Advocated in Re- 
port of Commission.

TAXATION OF FRANCHISES WANTED

The Work of the Commission, Which 
Is Fully Shown in the Report 
Accompanying the Bill, 
Strives at Reaching 
Hidden \Property. 


The sweeping changes in the tax sys- 
tem of the state contained in the Dill 
framed by the commission and read in 
the house of representatives yesterday 
are tersely stated in the report which ac- 
companied the bill. 

Under the proposed bill the system of 
taxation in Georgia changes completely 
and the new measure is based on an en- 
tirely diffefent theory of government 
from the system in operation at the pres- 
ent time. 

The report begins with the proposition 
that the plan which makes every tax- 


payer his own agrsessor is radically wrong

and the system of assessment by boards 
appointed for that purpose is made the 
ground floor of the measure, 

The right to tax franchise and other 
forms of invisible property is upheld by 
the commission and the report strongly 
recommends the adoption of an income 
tax, about the constitutionality of which 
the majority of the commission have no 
doubt.

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ical influences. We also propose the creation 
of a local board in each county, to be filled in 
a manner which, in our opinion, will bring to 
the discharge of the duties the ablest and 
fairest men. 

The bill which we have framed is based upon 
this proposition of assessment. It is radical, 
but in our judgment it is vital. We have 
given this state board great power with which 
to provide means to reach hidden property. In 
no other way can that property, which cannot 
escape, hope to find relief. 

In the accompanying bill we have made some 
changes in the present law as to the method 
of taxation, and many changes intended to 
reach property hitherto untaxed. 


Land Map for Each County. 


We have provided for a land map of each 


subdivisions, upon the land book. The making 
of these maps will not only supply an imper- 
ative need in those counties now without them, 


‘but the payment of taxes by the proposed land 


book will rescue the titles to land all over this 
state from the confusion and danger into which 
our present inadequate statutes are contin- 
ually drawing them. This provision will bene- 
fit every owner of land who pays his taxes, 
and render that class of property more val- 
uable as collateral and desirable as an invest- 
ment, as well as protect its enjoyment in 
the hands of the owners. We propose to tax 
the tangible property of every corporation ex- 
actly as the tangible property of every indi- 
vidual is taxed. The .plan of taxing a cor- 
poration upon the market value of its shares of 
stock worked a manifest injustice, as it per- 


mited the corporation to pay taxes upon its ie | 


worth, while the individual paid upon his 
gross or entire worth. The corporation hadgits 
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debts deducted, in other words, and paid on 
the balance, while the individual paid on all 
his property, no matter how much he owed, 

This provison, however, cannot be applied 
to chartered banks. The terms of the federal 
act, providing how national banks may be 
taxed, limits taxation to the shares of stock 
and real estate; and any law which would im- 
pose a different method upon state banks would 
be a most unwise discrimination. 


In the bill reported we have de- 


clared all franchises granted by this | 


state, or used or enjoyed in fais 
state, to be personal property, and 
taxable as such, for state purposes; 
and have defined the value of such 
franchises to be the difference be- 
tween the value of the tangible 
property of a corporation and its en- 
tire property. We believe that this 
enactment will compel a vast amount 
of values hitherto entirely untaxed 


by law to bear their part of the our- | 


den of government. 


We provide for the assessment of railroad, 
telegraph, telephone, express, Pullman and 
refrigerator car companies, and all those corpo- 
rations now making returns to the comptroller 
general, by the state board of tax assessors, 
whose assessment shall be final. 

We have considered the question referred to 
us of the taxation of direct and collateral in- 
heritances. We have concluded to propose a 
tax upon such collateral inheritances as de- 
scend by device or will differently from the rule 
of inheritances provided by Taw. We do not 
believe that in the hour when a man’s family 
most needs the fruit of his economy and in- 
dustry, it should be diminished by an addi- 
tional tribute to the state, unless it be that in- 
heritance which is unexpectedly bestowed upon 
collateral or other terms not in the line of in- 
heritance under the wisdom of the law. 

In the justice of things, unexpected gratuity, 
but not the accumulation of the ancestor hoard- 
ed to save the legal heir from want, should 
yield its portion to the tax gatherer. 


Provisions To Reach Notes. 

The committee endeavored assiduously to 
frame some provisions that would, in its opin- 
ion, be adequate to reach notes, accounts and 
money, which class of property is so prone to 
evade taxation. A majority of the committee 
is of the opinion. that to require of the tax- 
payer to return for assessment an itemized list, 
showing amounts and names of the debtors of 
all notes and accounts owned by him, would be 
so inquisitorial in its forced disclosure of pri- 
vate affairs as to be odious to all, and would 
render the work of assessment in many coun- 
ties an impracticable and almost endless task. 
Therefore, the committee has deemed it best 
to seek to correct the defects of the law in this 
regard by investing the state board of tax 
assessors with plenary powers to frame such 
regulations as will insure a discovery of all 
such property to the county boards; and by 
authorizing such county boards, in the event 
the return of the taxpayer. in which he 
swears he has itemized his notes and accounts 
and taken the aggregate therefrom, in their 
opinion, does not set forth such property truly, 
to arbitrarily assess such an amount against 
him as under their information is proper—the 
taxpayer having the opportunity to’ relieve 
himself of any threatened over-assessment by 
0 exhibition of a detailed, full and itemized 

st. 

Among the other matters by your resolution 
laid before us for our Study, has been the ad- 
visability of an income tax. The wisdom, ex- 
pediency and constitutionality of such a method 
of raising revenue has been investigated and 
considered by your committee with all of 
care and deliberation possible in the limited time 
at its disposal. The adoption of such a meas- 
ure involves such an innovation upon-the pres- 
ent scheme of taxution that its conclusions 


have been arrived at, not without much dif- | 


ficulty and debate. 

In view of the many questions 
which environ the proposal of-such a 
measure, your committee believes 
such a system to afford the most 
equitable of all methods for the 
raising of revenue, distributing the 
burdens of government in that pro- 
portion which makes the impost bear 
equally upon all, and ultimately re- 
ducing the tax rate, thereby allevi- 
ating the toll now most largely 
borne by certain classes of tangible 


property. 


Of its constitutionality as a law of this state, 
a state is sovereign, in so far as the raising of 
its revenues forits own domestic purposes is 
concerned, however that sovereignty may have 
been threatened in other directions by the en- 
croachments of federal power, a majority of 
ycur committee has no dovht. 


New Limit for Tax Rates. 

Your committee further recommends the 
adoption of a constitutional amendment limit- 
ing the rate of taxation to a maximum rate of 
five mills. The purposes for which taxes may 
be imposed or state uses are enumerated in 
the constitution; but no restraint upon the 
legislative power exists as to the amount of 
taxes which may be levied for such purposes. 
The presence of this unlimited power furnishes 
a continual temptaticn to extravagance in 
appropriation. No taxpayer may with any 
certainty anticipate what future tribute to 
the government his property may be called 
upon to render, and the permanancy of values, 
together with the security desirable to all in- 
vestors, must lack assurance, so long as the 


tax rate is the creation of the shifting and un- | 


fettered tempers of successive legislatures. 
Your committee further recommends the con- 
tinuance in force of proper terms embraced 
therein of the next general license tax act, 
passed by this assembly, fixing business taxes, 
as the law of this state upon such subjects, 
until the same be mcedified or revealed by a 
special act introduced for that purpose. It has 
been the legislative practice to frame an en- 
tirely new act, fixing these taxes for every

Exceptions Taken to Report. 
The undersigned members of the tax com- 
mittee, while we approve the bill presented by 
the majority of the committee in most of its 
features, differ with them in that the bill pro- 


poses to tax for state purposes only, the in- 
tangible property of railroad, télegraph, sleep- 
ing car, express, telephone, and other corpora- 
tions mentioned therein. The standard of value 
adopted in the bill is the true and full cash 
value-of all property of every kind, both tangi- 
ble and intangible, what it would sell for when 
sold as such property is usually sold. When 
the value is found and determined by the board 
of assessors we can see no reason why, in the 
case of the corporations referred to, the intan- 
gible values so found should be exempt from 
a just and fair proportion of the burdens of 
county and municipal taxation, and we inetst 
that the same should be taxed as the property 
of ixdividuals is taxed.

Savannah, Ga., October 25.—(Special.)— 
Traffic Manager E. H. Hinton stated to- 
day, with reference to the increased 
freight rate on cotton from Albany, 
Americus and Dawson from 5l to 74 cents, 
effective November Ist, that it is made 
simply because the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company has not been getting 


its full proportion of the cotton crop for | 


transportation this season. The reason 
for this is the heavy draft on the Geor- 
gia and Alabama crop by the Carolina 
mills, which has caused a division of the 
rate with other lines, cutting the Central 
out of long hauls.

A bill to require all railroad companies in 
this state who have already leased or who 
may hereafter lease their property or line of 
road to another railroad company or to a 
pr vate person or persons, to have the con- 
tract of lease, etce., recorded in the’ clerk’s 
office in each county through which said road 
runs.

Movement in Prices in Railroad Stecks

MANY STOCKS SLUGGISH 


Market Closed With a Brilliant Ad- 
vance in Coalers Still in Force. 
London Bought. } 


New York, October 25.—The movement of 
prices was irregularly upward for the rall- 
road stocks, while many industrial stocks, es- 
pecially of the more recently organized com- 
panies, showed symptoms of weakness. The 
movement of the market was by pulsations— 
first one and then another group of stocks 


taking up the advance. There was no time 
during the day when ths general level of

Wheat, After an Early Decline, Clesed 
a Shade Higher. 


CORN WAS VERY STRONG 


Cash Demand Was Good and Ship- 
ping Sales Large—Oats and 
Provisions Closed Higher. 


Chicago, October 25.—Wheat got below the 
70c mark for the December option again to- 
day, but corn came to the rescue and the 
loss was fully regained, December closing a 
shade higher at 70%@70%c. Buying by over- 
sold shorts strengthened corn, and that corm- 
modity closed with a gain of %@%c. Vats 
closed a shade higher. The strength in corn 
was reflected in provisions and January pora 
advanced 20c and lard and ribs 5@7%c each. 

Generous rains throughout the southwest, 
where claims of damage by drought have been 
numerous recently, started wheat easy. In- 
different cables also encouraged liquidation. 
Trade was too full to permit of any notable 
break, and the decline was slow, though sure, 
the market finally reaching a point *%@%c be- 
low yesterday’s closing price. {in the meantime 
corn developed decided strength. This, to- 
gether with general outside buying, started 
an upturn, and the market continued to ad- 
vance until the close. The tarket closed 
firm within a fraction of the best price of 
the day. Shorts were free buyers on the late 
bulge and hastened the advance. December 
opened %@\%c lower at 704%@70%c, advanced 
to 70%c, declined to 69%@70, advanced to 705 gc 
and closed at 704%@70%c. Chicago receipts 130 
cars, 5 of which graded contract. Minneapolis 
and Duluth got 548 cars, compared with 266 
for the corresponding day a year ago.
